The Author obferves that this Spring, which is fo plen- 
tiful that it affords a fmall Brook , was always thought to 
be brackifh ; and that, fome Years ago, the Virtue of 


its Water was only known to the Cattle and the Birds, 
which flock’d to it from all Parts. Tho’ thefe Waters 
feem to be very pure and fimple , they are mixed with 
Abundance of Mineral Particles, taken off from the Sub. 
terraneous Mines thro’ which they run. The prevailing 
Minerals are a Nitrous Sale and Sulphur, as it plainly aps 
pears not only from an acid Tafte, but alfo from the Va- 
pour which arifes from them. The Author adds, that 
the Blacknefs of the Earth imbibed with thofe Waters, 
fhews, that they want neither Iron nor Vitriol ; which 
is all that he dares affirm about thofe Waters, till their 
Nature be better known by a more exact Analyfis. In 
the mean time, the Experiments that have been made,
